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The Irrawaddy. The “Great River” of Burma, i,roo 
miles long, rises somewhere to the east of the Himalaya 
Mountains, and flows through Burma into the Bay of 
Bengal by about a dozen mouths. The principal towns 
on iis banks are Rangoon, Mandalay, Prome, Ava and 
Bhamo.
